Finding in the Amfterdam Gazettes of December 
29, and January 1, the following fummary View of 
the Progrefs of the War this Year ; and obferving it to 
be drawn up with no lefs Care and Judgment, than 
Zeal for the common Caufe and Affe&tion for our Na- 
Se - think it well worth communicating to the 
ublick. 


E sre come to an End of the 4th Year of a War, 
that is at onceahe moft difficult the Allies have 

hac ro maintain,/and the only Remedy they have left 
im the amminent. Danger with which Europe: is threa- 
ten'd. While having»Spain for an Ally, they employ’d 
their joynt Force in the former Wars, to prevent or 
repel the Evil they fear’d, they found the Weaknefs of 
their Efforts prolong’d the Conteft; and for want of 
exerting timelytheir full Strength, things were brought 
to that Extremity, that had not Heaven fent a great 
Revolution in England, it would have been impoffible 
for them to fave themfelves, But fince by Means of a 
Sham-Peace France became Mafter of the Monarchy of 
Spain, "tis moft evident they can hope for no Safety, 
but from redoubled Efforts favour’d by the Divine Pro- 
tef&tion. This the Allies have on feveral Occafions al- 
ready found ; and this ought to excite them to aug- 
ment their Efforts, and enlarge their Hopes forthe fu- 
ture. 
. Whar great Obftacles were in their Way, may be 
judg'd by thofe they have. — gotover. The firft 
3 Years were neceflarily employ’d, « 
an Alliance more ftrong than the former, or in driving 
the Enemy from the Frontiers, and reuniting the For- 
ees he had divided even in the Heart of the Empire, 
that they might attack him in his Dominions, and afford 
Affiftance to Spain. We have feen, that nothing lefs 
than the great and unexpetted Succefs' of the Bartle of 
Hochftet was fufficient to that End. BSR 

The 4th Year they have begun fo reapthe Fruits of 
the former Years Labours, not equally in all Parts, but 
enough to fhew them what they may expect hereafter, 
if as faft as they gain upon the Enemy and difcover his 
Strength and Weaknefs, they do not negle& to make 
the beft Ufe of it. 4 

The laft Year lefe Gibraltar and Verue befieg’d. The 
taking of the firft was of the greateft Importance to 
France, it concern’d them to maintain their 
Gredit in Spain, and the Reputation of their Arms by 
Sea and Land; efpecially after they had given out that 
all the Advantage of the Fight off Malaga was on their Side, 
They were bound to retake that Place coft what it 
would, were it only to hide the Lofs they had receiv'd 
at Sea. King Philip wroté to the Count de Toulaufe, 
tha: be ow'd to him the Prefervation of the Coafts of Spain, 
of which he deferv'd to be fil'd the Deliverer ; And that he 
expected cater things from his Services, by the Redué&ion of 
Gibraltar, whicl> would be folely due to his Affffiance. But 
the Event was otherwife. The Allies being Mafters at 
Sea, continually faccour’d that Place: The Baron de 
Pointis came intothe Bay only to be Witnefs of the 
Defeat of his-Squadron, and of the Lofs of 5 large Men 
of War, taken or burnt. The Marfhal de Tefle fuc-. 
ceeded no better at Land than the Marquis de Villada- 
rias. The Enemy after 6 Months Toil and fruitlefs 
Attacks, were at length forc'd to raife the Siege, by the: 
glorious Defence made by the Prince of Darmiftad : 
‘And this bad Succefs by Land and Sea, hinder’d the 
Sailing of the Galleons this Year to the Weft-Indies. 

The Siege of Verue fucceeded better to France : A 
indeed they made their greateft Efforts in Piemont, to 
endeavourto reducethe Duke of Savoy co the Condi- 
tion of the Elector of Bavaria, before he could be fuc- 
cour’d. - Every one knows to what Extremity that 
Prince was reduc’d, by the Lofs of hisdtrongeft Places, 
the Delay and Inferiority of the Succours from Ger- 
many , and by the’ almoft unfurmountable Obftacles 
Prince Eugene had in his way. And yet all thefe 
Difficulties feem only to have occur’d, the more to 
exalt the Glory of thofe 2 Princes sthe one thew'd 


(as the Queen of England exprefles it) # Firmmne{s and 


beyond Example amidft extreme Difficulties, and: the 
other a Genius that fupply’d all Wants whateter., The: 
long and brave Defence of Verue began to digconcert 


either in cementing © 


the Enemy’s Proje&s. That Place, which was 
tack'd (as Gibralear was) in O@ober 1704, did “Hot 
furrender till March Jaft; nor then til] after the Com. 
munication with the Camp of Crefcentino was ctit 
off, and till the Garrifon came to want Provifions. 
The Duke of Vendome became Mafter of a Rock co- 
ver'd with Rubbith not worth what it coft taking, bur 
worth every thing to the Duke of Savoy who gain’a 
invaluable Time by ir. While the Enemy ‘were takes 
up with repairing their fhatter'd Forces, he made ano- 
ther Rampart at Chivas, to fave Turin from being be- 
fieged, till the Imperial Army were in a Condition to 
make a ftrong Diverfion: But by what Means was that 
to be brought about ? Prince Eugene was furrounded 
on all fides, oblig’d to crofsthe Lake of Garda and 
open himfelfa Paffage among the Mountains of the 
Breflan. This the Enemy thought impoffible: Yer 
he not only made his Way through fo many Obftactis, 
but by deceiving the vigilant Enemy poflefs'd himflf 
of the Pofts on the Ogtio ; and advancing to the Adda 
drew them into the Battle of Caffano, which difabled 
them from befieging Turin. This render’d the Duke 
of Savoy able not only to maimtain himfelf, but to re- 
ulfe the Enemy from before Afti: And by the great 
hings he has-done this Year, we may judge what he 
will do the next, if he be more effeftually fuccour'd. 
Let it be remember'd the Enemy had certainly com. 
paff’d their Defigns, had Prince Eugene delay'd the 
Blow he gave them at ‘Caffano, or had his Royal High- 
ermany, which was fo happily deliver'd by th 
Battle of Hochftet, could not ak Year furni the 
Affiftance — from its Forces being united. The 
Troubles of the North, and of Hungary, and fome 
Remains of the former Year’s Commotions in Bavaria, 
have retarded and weaken’d their Efforts, efpecially 
with refpe& to Italy. The Empire’s being depriv’d of 
its Auguft Head, was a further Caufe of Delay, till 
all was redrefs'd arid put into Motion by the vigilant 
Application of the new Emperor. The Duke of Marl. 
borough, to execute on: the Mofelle the grand Projeé 
he had concerted, repair’d thither early, to make a 
Pufh chat might have depriv’d the Enemy of the Means 


of doing any thing elfewhere, by putting them under 


a Neceffity to defend their own Country. But whe 
great Things were expe&ted from hie’ fide, the Op- 
portunity was loft by fome unlook’d for crofs Acci- 
dents, or Difappointments, in fpite of all the Dili- 
gence and Precautions of that General. That Defign 
being fruflrated , my Lord Duke without hefitating 
what to do, turn’d his Arms another way. The Ene- 
my made fome Advantage of this ; they retook Triers, 
Hombourg , and fome other: Pofts; but could not 
force the Camp of Lauterbourg, which was main- 
tain’d againft the Marfhalls de Villars and Marcin, till 
Prince Lewis of Baden could draw together Forces 
fufficient to enter their Lines, to take Drufenheim, 
Haguenau and other Pofts, and extend his Quarters 
into the Enemy’s Country; the advanc’d Seafon not 
allowing him to recover Hombourg. 

- In the Netherlands, the Allies food at firfk on the 
Defenfive, while their detach’d Forces were on the 
Expedition to the Mofelle. The Enemy on their fide, 
uncertain what pafs'd, made no Motion.’ But being 
at length inform'd how things went they 
themfelves they fhould have Time to do fomething on 
the Maefe, before they could fuffer much on the Mo- 
felle. Accordingly they laid Siege to Huy and took 


. jt, asthey did afothe Town of Liege, and ic was to 


be fear'd might have made a further Progrefs and cut’ 
off the Communication of the Allies, had not the 
Diligence of the Duke of Marlborough prevented 
them. His Return chang’d the Face of Affairs in an 
Inftant; Liege was deliver’d, Huy retaken, and the 
Enemy forc’d :to retreat within their Lines; yet event 


there were notfafefrom his Attacks. Their Vigilance. 


could not fecurethem from being furpriz’d by him ¢ 
He found Means to make himfelf Mafter of their Ram- 
parts, that were counted inacceffible : He overthrew 
their that oppos’d him at his Entrance, 
2 General Officers, with a great Number of orher Pri- 


foners, and poffefs'd himfelf of feveral Pofts. “Tis ep-. 


parent it wasnot his Fault that the Blow which fi!'a 
on 
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Sights 
cn the Mofelle was fet ftruck in Brabant; and chat 


general Aétion was not hazarded, which facceeding, 
might have decided the Fate of the Spahith Nether. 
lands. However the Fruits of his Expedition were, 
the levelling of the Lines, the putting the Country 
under Contribution, and the covering of our Fron- 
tiers the better by. the taking of Leuwe and Sant- 
Viiet. 
The Campaign in Portugal, hada fuccefsful Begin; 
ning, the Allies took Salvaterra, Sarcas, Valenza de 
Plcanease, Albuquerque, and che Caftle of Marvan 3. 
tthe principal Projeé&, viz. the Conqueft of Bada- 
jox, for which the Earl of Galloway had laid juft Mea- 
fures, mifcarried at the End of the Campaiga by that 
General's being unhappily wounded, and by other crofs 
Accidents. 
France has kept on the Defenfive almoft every where, 
except in Italy,where they exerted their greateft Efforts, 
becaufe they found the Allies were weakeft there. Yet 
their principal Defign, which was to Subdue the Duke 
‘of Savoy, filde And their Efforts on that Side, have 
difcover'd their Weaknefs in Catalonia, which Princi- 
pality they have loft for want of Forces; though ‘tis 
very probable they might more eafily have hinder’d the. 
Allies from coming in, than they can now drivethem 


out. 

The Succefs of the Allies in fo fpeedily reducing the 
Province of Catalonia to the Obedience of King 
Charles III. furpafs’d all Hope: That Enterprize was 
the moft important that could be form’d for the com- 
mon Caufe ; but at the fame Time appear'd the moft 
difficult to execute; and yet was glorioufly Archiev'd 
in lefs Time, than we receiv’d the certain News 
of it. That Succefs is the more happy, jn that it des 
pended upon feveral Circumftances that were not withs 
in the Difpofal of human Wifdom. The carrying 
Land Forces fo long a Voyage, and with-them all things 
neceflary for a Siege, was fubje& to very many Incons 
veniences, befides the Hazards of the Winds and Sea: 
The confederate Fleet did not arrive before Barcelona; 
till after che Duke de Popoli and the Marquis d’ Aytona 
got thither with Succours from Naples. The Garrifon 
wanted little of being as ftrong as the Befiegers, who 
had not Men enough to make 2 Circumvallation about 
the Place: The Refiftance made was very vigorous? 
Our Troops were repulfed in the Attack of Mont-Juicli, 
and the Prince of Darmftad kill’d : A heavy Lofs, that 
might lave made the Enterprize fail, but for the firm- 
nefs of King Charles, the Intrepidity of the Earl of 
Peterborow, feconded by the hearty zeal of ‘the Admi- 
rals, the Valour of the Officers anid Troops, and the 
Affectionate Affiftance of the Militia of the Country. 
The Enemy well inform’d of the Lofs of the. Prince; 
were very foward to publifh it, but feem’d ignorant of 
the reft ; they talk'd only.cf our Troops being repuls’d; 
difhearten’d, and ready to re-embark. Nay they belie- 
ved it fo much, that they difarm’d their Ships at Tou- 
lon, and thoughr it fufficient to provide only for the: 
fecurity of their Coafts. The Truth is, while things 
bore this Profpe&, who would have hop’d we fhould 
owe to a Bomb the taking of Mont-juich, and in con- 
fequence the Surrender of Barcelona, and the Ho- 
mage paid by the whole Principality for their Happy 
Deliverance ? 

*Tisto be prefum'd the Enemy would have defifted from 
their Enterprize on Turin which mifcarried, to prefervé 
Catalonia which they have loft,if they had not look’d up- 
on the Conquelt of that Principality to be impoffible, 
and thought the People too fubmiffive to ftir. At leaft 
we know the News from Paris and Madrid ran in that 
Vein of Confidence ; and if any Difcontent broke out 
into Commotions, they imputed it to fome faious 
People, to Banditi, or to Confpirators ; and cried up 
the Submiifion of the People, their Readinefs to give 
Proofs of their Zeal, end to offerAfliftance. The Credit’ 
the French Minifters have in the Court of Spain,has been 
fo little hid, that is has rather been unneceffarily blaz’d 
abroad they are the Soul of the Councils, and have the. 
Dire&tion of the Finances and Taxes, and the Difpofal. 
of Offices. Certainly it was believ’d the Spaniards 
would look upon, or at leaft be compell’d to fuffer thefe 
things quietly ; and that they would patiently fee the 
Interruption of their Commerce with-Forreigneré ;, 
the Trade of the Indies in the Handsof the French, 
and Fatories eftablifh’d by them in America: the 
Grandees narrowly watch’d, and lictle Regard had to 
pei Remonftrances : the Innovation of the Seat in the 

oyal Chappel for the Captain of the Guards: the Im- 
prifonment of the Marquis de Leganez for a pretended 
Confpiracy: French Garrifons put into Panipelona, St. 
Sebaftian, Fontarabia, &c. But we have feen, that 
thefe Grievances and many others, havenot only rous’d- 


‘ ghe ancient Jealoufy of the Spanith Nation, but fwell’d 


their Difcontent to the Maturity at which it has now 
purft out. 
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_ The mighty Noife the Court of yMadiid made of ; 
Confpiracy, in which they involv'd the Marquis 5 Se 
as principal,. was only a Pretence for fending him 
vance; this y their refufing to make out 

lin, and to havel regard to his Privi- 

Jeges of a Grandee. But thac Court has now feen in 
good Earneft, the Difcontent of the Nation and of the 
Grandees break out in feveral Places, efpecially in és. 
talonia where (King Charles has found nothing bur 
Walls and his Enemy’s Troops to Fight with, and the 
Hearts of the Inhabicants and People all for him, and 
difpos’d to acknowledge him as foon as he appear’d to 
fuccourthem. This advantage may be {aid co decide 
the Difpute for the Crown of Spain, on King Charles's 
fide. France, afterthey had acknowledg’d the Right of 
the Houfe of Auftria by the Treaty of Partition, pretend. 
ed that Right wasannulf'd by a Will: And to. juftity 
that Difpofition, they alledg’d the Confent of the Peo. 
ple, as a Title that cover'd all. Bur if their Party 
ave for fome time had the Addrefs to make that Trea- 
ty an Apple of Difcord, andthe Credit to lull the Nation 


eep, by promifing them full Peace and Quietnefs ; 


they have not been able to hinder their Waking (tho 
Jate) at the Noife ofthe War. into. which they have 
plung’d them, and at the Appearance of a French Go. 
verament; nor,have the Spaniards fail'd to.fhew their 
Difcontent, upon the firft Hope of a Remedy of their 
Miferies. The Letters from the Military Arm of Ca- 
talonia and the Town of Vich, thew what Language 
tlie whole Spanifh Nation would fpeak, had they the 
fame Liberty of {peaking ; and that we need bur affift 
them with fufficient Force, to induce them to entbrace 
their true Intereft. 
The further Succefs depends, under God, on our 
Diligence in oppofing. the Enemy’s Forees. But rill 
Providence declare it felf by the Event, we may fay 
it has pointed out the Way the Allies ought to take, 
to accomplith the great Work of their Deliverance. 
We fee, that their Union, the Foundation of all, is 
clofer knit by Time, which ufually loofens or breaks 
its Bands.. An able Politician bas obferv'd,. that offen- 
five Ledgues fucceéd, efpecially when the En; 
ontinuance, becaufe of the different 
Intercft of the Confederated Potentates, which alone may dif- 
unite them ; the Alteration of Affairs and Nations ; the Feaa 


loufies that may arife, or the Artifices of the Enemy. "Tis | 


a great Happinefs therefore, that the Union not only 
fubfifts in the midft of all thefe Dangers; but that 
we fee Difpofcions made at prefent, in Concert, for 
greater Efforts; particularly on the: Part of the Queen 
of England, who is the great Band of this Union. 
While her Generals and Minifters aré in all Parts pro- 
moting. the general Good, while her Majefty omits 
nothing to unite the Minds of her own Subje&s and of 
her Allies; we fee, under her happy Reign, the Re- 
putation and Power of the Englifh Nation augmens 
with their Glory, and Her Majefty’s great and juit 
Defigns feconded by the Zeal of Her Parliament. : It 
muft be own’d, thefe happy Difpofitions are a- peculiar. 
Favour from Heaven. And indeed, ‘tis moft evident 
we owe tothe fame Divine Proteétion the many un- 
expected Succefles, with which the.Arms of the Allies 
have been favour'd fince the Beginning of the War. 
Who could havé imagin’d, that when our potent E- 
nemy was on one fide Mafter of Spain, on the other 
advanc’d to Nimiguen, poffefs’d of all the places on 
the Rhine, and extending his Arms to Bavaria, we. 
fhould in fo fhort a Time fee tle Maafe, the Rhine. 
and the Danube freed ? ‘The Englifh Generals, in 2 
Campaigns, deliver the Empire and Catalonia? And 
the Eleé&tors of Cologne and Bavaria reduc’d to a Retreat 
into the Netherlands, while Charles III. (whofe av- 
guft Houfe they would have ruin’d) is entred trium- 
phantly into Barcelona?
